1. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 10-21, 23, 25, 27-38, 40, 42, and 44-51 
are pending. 

2. Response filed 05/01/2007 has been received and fully 
considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 10-21, '23, 25, 27-38, 40, 42, and 44-51 
are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Applicant's arguments presented in the response filed 
05/01/2007 are persuasive. Specifically, the prior art teaches 
firewall processing and converting a packet community set (PCS) 
from an incoming PCS to an outgoing PCS, and more firewall 
processing performed after the conversion. However, the prior 
art systems at best teach the second processing is performed at 
a second firewall and not in a single node as claimed. 
Furthermore, the prior art teaches the matching PCS's to rules 
and comparing consecutive PCS's for filtering, but fails to 
explicitly disclose the claimed steps of changing the incoming 
PCS to an outgoing PCS based on the fist PCS matching the second 
PCS. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to 
avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
